A GIANT GUN. 

T'lie Now Weapon for the BenUow, 
■Woolwich. 



LoNnoN, Feb. 1,">. The largest gun yet 
made has been tested at Woolwich arsenal. 
It is called the one-hundred-aiid-eleven- 
tonner, is forty-four feet long, and its 
maximum service charge of powder is OtM) 
pounds. It is to be mounted onarocently 
lamu hed British irbnolad, the Benbow. 
It was tired throe times in the presence 
of a large comiiany of ladies anil gentle- 
meti. The lirst. charge uf powder was 
(11)11 lbs, the second 700, and the third .S(KI. 
The noise was not as great .as might be 
(■xpeetcd from the explosion uf such 
enormous (piantitica of powder. The 
recoil was up an inclined plane, the 
machinery of which was so admiralily 
adjusted that there was no violent wrench 
or wear. The total weight of tho gun 
and phaform is 220 toqs, and the projec- 
tile was a frightful mass of iron, weighing 
1,800 lbs., wTiich will pierce inches of 
armour at the mile range. Heretofore, 
tlie largest guns made have been those on 
the Italian ironclads, furnished by tho 
Krupps, their weight being 105 tons each.

iMr. Thompson moved that an hum- 
ble iuldress lie presented to His Honor 
the lieutenant-governor in council, pray- 
ing His Honor to iifge u]ioii the Dominion 
goveriniicnt .-nid through it the lm]ieri;d 
government, the policy and ilnty of un- 
dertaking tin- s.nd extension as a nationid 
work, or at least grant mg such liberal aid 
as will enable it to be carried out without 
imposing an undue burden upon the 
province. 

The mover, in so submitthig this resolu- 
tion .said it might properlj' have formed 
jiart of one siihiiiitted a few days ago 
ruspectuig tin- coast defences.

T|iat tho construction of tho line 
from Farwell to the head of Kootenay 
lake bti couiinenced within one year from 
the pa.ssing of Ihe net by the provincial 
legisl.iture, and be completed wiihin thrui^ 
years. 

2. That any land grant given north of 
Farwell slioiild he granted in .'dtern.'ite 
sections.and only if the railway he exteiie- 
ed northward from Farwell and then only 
in proportion to the actual construction 
of the .said line northward from Farwell. 

That a copy of tho bill be obtained 
forthwith, and that careful regard be given 
to any timber or other proposed jirivilegea. 

4. That a copy of these res.dntions he 
sent immediately to Col. I'.aker, .M. P. 1'.
